EX-CONVICT SHOT TO DEATH 
BY KANSAS CITY DETECTIVE 


F. I. Parker Fired on When He 
Drives Stolen Auto Into Another 
in Trying to Escape. 

By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 30.— 
Frank L. Parker, 45 years old, for- 
mer convict arrested for question- 
ing, was shot to death here today 
by Paul Desser, a city detective, 
after Parker drove a stolen auto- 
mobile into another machine, in- 
juring two women, in an attempt 
to escape. 

Police records show Parker was 
sentenced to 10 years’ imprison- 
ment here July 6, 1925, for auto- 
mobile theft and was paroled from 
the Missouri penitentiary about a 
year ago. He also had police rec- 
ords in San Francisco, his former 
home, and in Milwaukee, Wis. 

Parker was arrested as he start- 
ed to enter a coupe with Herbert 
McClellan, sought by detectives 
in connection with the transporta- 
tion of stolen automobiles. 

McClellan was taken to police 
headquarters in a police car, and 
‘Parker was ordered to follow with 
Desser. Parker deliberately crashed 
into the car in which two women 
were riding. He jumped out and 
'drew his pistol, but was unable to 
'fire because he had not released 
the safety catch. Desser fired two 
shots, killing Parker.

WOULD BE $4.34 
UNDER MERGER 


Citizens’ Metropolitan Com- 
mittee Replies to Board of 
of Estimates’ Objections 
to Proposition Five. 


DECLARES RATE OF 
$2.81 IS INDICATED 


This Is “Only 10 Cents 


Assert Officials “Didn't 
Tell Whole Story.” 


The Citizens’ Metropolitan Com- 
mittee, sponsoring Proposition No. 
5, constitutional amendment per- 
mitting the consolidation of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County under 
certain stated conditions, issued 
another reply last night to ob- 
jections to the merger plan by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, 

A statement opposing the pro- 
posed amendment, issued by the 
board two weeks ago, in which it 
was stated that the advantages to 
St. Louis taxpayers would be out- 
weighed by the burden placed on 
them, was attacked by the Metro- 
politan Committee as “veiled and 
nebulous.” -The Board, composed 


of Mayor Miller, Comptroller Nolte 
and President Neun of the Board 
of Aldermen, was charged with 
trying to protect its political influ- 
ence, 
Controversy Over Taxation. 

In a detailed rejoinder Tuesday, 
the board pointed out, among other 
objections, that the present tax of 
$2.71 on the $100 valuation against 
St. Louis property for municipal 
purposes, bonded indebtedness and 
school and state taxes, might be 
increased to $4.34 under provisions 
of Proposition No. 5, 


‘The Metropolitan Committee’s 
new rejoinder declares ‘“‘the board 
should have told the whole story.” 
It says that estimates of the Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research indi- 
cate that only a tax of $2.81 
against St. Louis property will be 
needed to carry on the city gov- 
ernment and that of the “Greater 
City of St. Louis,” a reduction of 
45 cents being effected in the levy 
for municipal purposes of 58t. 
Louis, a tax of 51 cents being 
added for the greater city and a 
levy of 4 cents being necessary to 
cover the bonded indebtedness of 
St. Louis County assumed by the 
greater city. 
“Alarming on Their Face.” 

The amendment, it is added by 
the Metropolitan Committee, al- 
lows a maximum of $3.05 as a 
levy against St. Louis property 
without a vote of the people. A 
majority vote is required to raise 
the rate for the Greater City to 
a maximum of $1 and that of the 
present city to $1.35, and the ap- 
proval of two-thirds of the voters 
is required to increase the bonded 
indebtedness, 

“The figures as presented by the 
board are alarming on their face,” 
the statement asserts. “But they 
do not represent the true _§ situa- 
tion. They represent one 
would involve more than doubling 
the present indebtedness—and that 
can be done only by a two-thirds 
vote of the people—and a 70-cent 
increase in tax rates by vote of 
the pedple.”’ 

Text of Committee Statement.

SOME CHANGES IN 
METHODS PROPOSED 


Continuance of Business as 
Going Concern Recom- 


mended and Way to Do It 
Pointed Out. 


Continuance of the Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co. as a going con- 
cern, and the abandonment of 
some unprofitable operations and 
trade territory, have been recom- 
menued to William R, Gentry, re- 
ceiver, by a New York firm of 
business engineers which began a 
survey of the business Sept. 10. 
The results of the survey, which 
cost $16,000, were reported yester- 
day by the receiver to Federal 
Judge Davis. 

Gentry, in his summary of the 
business engineers’ long report, 
says that much of it must be re- 
garded as a confidential document, 
relating to business details. He 
makes it known, however, that the 
report recommends the sale or 
lease of the company’s properties 
at Twenty-first and Olive streets, 
Twenty-first and Locust streets, 
and Jefferson avenue and Ran- 
dolph street, and of a factory, now 
idle, in East St. Louis. 

It recommended also that sales 
operations be discontinued in some 
territory which has not been prof- 
itable. This policy may result in a 
smaller total volume or sales than 
last year’s $12,000,000, but it will 


also avoid much of the present 
loss. 

“The report further indicated,” 
Gentry says, “that the company’s 
net worth is approximately $4,500,- 
000, and therefore there is no 
shadow of doubt that the creditors 
will be paid 100 cents on the dol- 
lar, the gross assets being about 
$7,000,000., while the debts are 
about $2,500,000, and while the 
continued operation of the corpo- 
ration’s business under the condi- 
tions that have existed during the 
last two years is inadvisable, nev- 
ertheless with competent manage- 


which iment and direction and the con- 


tinued support and tolerance’ of 
the stockholders and creditors, the 
company can be put upon a sound 
basis. 


“Tf the stockholders will co-op- 
erate and if the creditors will have 
a little patience, this old St. Louis

Sergt. James McBride of 
Bellwood, Chicago Su- 
burb, Was to Have Been 
Witness at Murder Trial. 


THREE GUNMEN DRIVE 
ON AFTER FUSILLADE 


Officer Slated to Appear 
Against ‘‘Public Enemy” 
in Case Reinstated After 
5 Years. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 30.—Three gun- 
men drove past a Maywood street 
car today and sent a volley of bul- 
lets through its windows, serlously 
wounding a policeman who was to 
be a witness at the murder trial 
of Jack White (Three-Fingered), 
notorious gunman and “public ene- 
my.” 

The wounded officer is Sergt. 
James McBride of the Bellwood po- 
lice. Five years ago he was wound- 
ed in a fight with White and his 
gang when the police encountered 
them in a Mannheim road tavern. 
A companion officer, Ed Pflaume, 
and James Johnstone, one of 
White's confederates, were killed. 

“White was captured weeks later 
and eventually sentenced to prison 
for life, but the Supreme Court 
reversed his conviction and the case 
was never brought to trial again. 

Two weeks ago White was arrest- 
ed in the vagrancy campaign of the 
police and Chief Justice John P. 
McGoorty reinstated the old murder 
charge and ordered White held 
without bail. 

McBride had returned only last 
night from a trip, supposedly to 
Wisconsin, to gather evidence 
against White for the new trial. 

The assassins followed the street 
ear for several blocks, then drew 
abreast of the window where the 
officer sat and fired a fusillade 
through the window. A score of 
passengers, in panic, dropped to 
the floor and ran toward exits as 
window glass crashed and bullets 
struck the walls of the car. Mc- 
Bride, wounded in the jaw, was 
hurried to a hospital. He was ex- 
pected to recover. . 

The automobile from which the 
shots were fired bore a Wisconsin 
license. 

McBride’s mother was sure that 

White's friends were trying to ‘get’ 
her son. “They have threatened 
Jim before, and tried to shoot him 
once,” she said. 
McBride has been on the Bell- 
wood force eight years. He was on 
his way to the Criminal Court 
building when the attack occurred. 
State’s Attorney John A. Swanson 
said the policeman had been gath- 
ering evidence against White for 
two weeks and had an appointment 
with him today. 

Stephen S. Tomaszewski, 64- 
year-old hardware dealer who was 
accused of selling “Three-Fingered 
Jack” and two other hoodlums the 
revolvers, was fined $1000 today 
and took a pledge in writing that 
he would never sell firearms again. 
Tomaszewski was charged with 
failing to report the sale of 
weapons and selling without a 
license.

|Maximum Penalty Is Five 


Years in Prison, or $1000 
Fine or Both—16 Counts 
in Indictment Against the 
Men. 


William H. Young and Fred C. 
Young, high-pressure promoters 
whose investment firm, W. H, 
Young & Bros., Inc., collapsed last 
March with losses of more than 
$2,000,000 to investors, pleaded 
guilty before Federal Judge Faris 
today of using the mails to de- 
fraud. 

Because of the iliness of Mre. 
William H. Young, Judge Faris 
deferred sentence until Dec. 1 and 
continued the bonds under which 
the brothers have been at liberty. 
Similar charges against a 
younger brother, Harold A, Young, 
who has been described as the 
promoters’ “office boy,” were dis- 
missed by the Government. 

No Concession Asked For. 
The brothers, called for trial, 
pleaded guilty after a conference 
with their attorneys, and no prom- 
ises or concessions were asked of 
the prosecutors or the.court. In- 
asmuch as Judge Faris looks with 
disfavor on recommendations by 
the District Attorney as to sen- 
tences, such recommendations are 
seldom made. Before sentence is 
passed, the District Attorney will 
present a brief statement of the 
nature of the case, reviewing the 
complaints against the brothers and 
the extent of the losses. 

The maximum penalty for using 
the mails to defraud is five years

Recapitulates Testimony. 

“J wish nothing but a fair and 
irmpartial trial for these defendants. 
I think they can get it in St. Louis. 
If I did not, I would not oppose 
the application for a change of 
venue. I do not think I need to say 
this in this courtroom.” 

He reviewed the earlier days of 
the hearing when the defense called 
42 witnesses in support of their al- 
legation of prejudice. ‘‘Now,’’ said 
the Circuit Attorney, “‘let’s see what 
these witnesses said. 

“Mr. Michener, the Postmaster 
of St. Louis, was not a friend of 
any of the defendants. He had no 
connection with them, political, fra- 
terna] or otherwise. He had heard 
some expression of opinion adverse 
to the defendants, That was a 
pretty good start. 

“Prof. Langsdorf of Washington 
University had heard some opinions 
expressed. He could name none of 
the people who discussed the case. 
He had no prejudice against Mr. 
Pritchard, his friend, but had 
against the other two men. 

“Mr. Lockwood, an engineer, said 
he heard 100 people discuss the 
case. He couldn't name one. 

“Maurice J. Cassidy of the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union said 
he was a friend of all three defend- 
ants and said he had a prejudice 
against all] of them. There's a re- 
markable case.” 

On he went through the list, re- 
calling briefly the testimony of 
each witness. Then, in summation, 
“All 42 said they had heard some 
expressions of opinion. Ten were 
able to estimate the number of per- 
sons they had heard discuss it and 
only 10 could name the persons 
they had heard.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 30.— 
Mrs. Hazel Weissman, the widow 
of Solly Weissman, gambler and 
gangster, who died early yester- 
day after being shot by Charles 
(Hard Luck) Haughton, former 8St. 
Louis boxing promoter, arrived in 
Kansas City last night from New 
York by airplane. She came on 
the trans-continental line on which 
her husband intended to return to 
New York. A crowd of Solly’s old 
followers was at the airport to 
greet Mrs, Weissman. She _ ar- 
ranged to send the body to St 
Louis for burial tomorrow. 

Surviving Weissman besides the 
widow. are his parents. Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Weissman, St. Louis; 
six brothers. Sam Weissman, Louis 
Weissman, Morris Weissman, Ben- 
nie Weissman and Eddie Weiss- 
man, all of St. Louis. and Harry 
Weissman, of Flint, Mich., and 
four sisters,~Mrs. Pauline Sigman, 
Mrs. Molly Gladstein, Mrs. Dinah 
Kemp and Miss Jenny Weissman, 
all of St. Louis. 

The Prosecutor’s office decided 
yesterday that Haughton, manager 
of a horse race news service, had 
acted in self defense when he fired 
a bullet into Weissman’s neck late 
Tuesday. 

Haughton, 64 years old, called 
the last bluff of the 300-pound 
gambler, whose threats had earned 
him the names of “Cutcher-Head- 
Off’’ and “Slicey” Solly. When the 
two met in a downtown betting 
place Weissman muttered an opin- 
ion that Haughton did not have 
the nerve to shoot. Haughton said 
he fired when Weissman made a 
move as though to draw a weapon. 

In a statement to police, Haugh- 
ton said the gangster had threat- 
ened previously to have him killed 
because he refused to furnish 
Weissman with racing results in 
advance of their posting in a book- 
ing place so that Weissman could 
make “sure thing” bets. 

Police were informed in a tele- 
phone conversation with Newark, 
N. J., authorities that Weissman 
was charged with a liquor law vio- 
lation there and had been expected 
to appear in Federal Court at 
Newark today. The Newark police 
chief said Weissman, under. the 
name of Harry Solomon, was under 
$25,000 bond in connection with the 
operation of a liquor plant.

EMPIRE SESSION 
BUILDING LARGELY 
FOR THE: FUTURE 


Expected to Lay Basis for 
Agreements Between 
Crown and Dominions on 
issues Under Discussion.

LONDON, Oct. 30.—Prediction 
that the present Imperial Confer- 
ence will come to few, if any, 
definite conclusions regarding the 
economic relations of Great Britain 
and the self-governing dominions, 
but it will be followed by a series 
of economic conferences which 
will work out a closer, more tcys- 
tematic form of such relations was 
made here tonight by J. H. Scul- 
lin, Australian Premier, in a radio 

speech. 

Aside from the disagreement 
which has arisen between the do- 
minions with their demand for a4 
British tax on imported foodstuffs 
and Great Britain’s counter-propo- 
sal for a quota system of iniports, 
possibly accompanied by import 
boards and bulk purchases, Scullin 
based his forecast on the course 
which the political phase of the 
Imperial Conference has followed. 

He pointed out how the discus- 
sions of the 1926 conference, mak- 
ing the dominion politically co- 
equal with Great Britain were the 
work of previous conferences and 
how the present conference was 
rounding out the general political 
decisions of the 1926 conference. 

In well informed Labor quarters 
hope of definite immediate imperial 
economic arrangements resulting 
from the present conference has 
been virtually abandoned. It was 
said that the most likely conclusion 
of the conference in its economic 
sphere would be a general declara- 
tion of the necessity and possibility 
of greater trade between the com- 
ponent parts of the empire and ap- 
pointment of a committee of ex- 
perts to continue work on plans to 
that end for submission to another 
empire economic conference, six 
months or a year hence. 

The committee on empire com- 
munications has almost completed 
a report in which it favors in prin- 
ciple the establishment in Great 
Britain of-a wireless station for 
broadcasting programs, including 
news bulleting to al] sections of the 
empire, with possible subsequent 
interchanges of programs. Such a 
scheme would necessitate an ex- 
penditure of about $200,000 a year 
in this country for five years. The 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Association 
and the Empire Press Union, it is 
understood, have protested to the 
conference against any broadcast- 
ing of news throughout the empire. 

Most of the committee work on 
political questions is proceeding 
smoothly, although something of 
a hitch has arisen over the ques- 
tion of appointment of Governors 
General of the dominions. Though 
the British Government has unre- 
servedly accepted the principle 
that the King should appoint them 
only with the advice and consent 
of the Governments of the domin- 
ions concerned, it still wishes some 
British Government department or 
secretariat to be the channel 
through which the dominions 
communicate to the King on that 
subject. Some dominion delega- 
tions, however, led by the Irish 
Free State representatives, are un- 
derstood to be pressing for the 
right of direct communication 
with the King, and the matter is 
not yet settled.

valuable assistance to the receiver 
during the month.

The Young brothers. who came 
from Oklahoma in 1927 todealon a 
small scale in insurance stocks and 
other’ unlisted securities, branched 
out early in 1929 with a scheme to 
sell 12 per cent preferred stock in 
their own company and in so- 
called holding companies which 
they organized. Thev had offices 
in 55 cities. 

The result was that $1,700,000 
of worthless preferred shares were 
in the hands of customers in Mis- 
souri and adjoining states when 
the company collapsed. The 
total loss to investors, about 
$2,368,000, included $500,000 worth 
of other stocks which the com- 
pany’s salesmen sold, but did not 
deliver. 

Thousands of men and women, 
mostly of modest means and unin- 


formed in financial matters, 
bought Young Bros.’ preferred 
stock on the glowing representa- 


tions of salesmen, simply because 
of the attractive dividend of 1 
per cent a month. When the firm 
collapsed, they learned that they 
had been paid dividends out of 


their own money. 


“Talked Out”: of Blocking Sales. 

A considerable part of the 
worthless preferred stock was sold 
in Missouri, where it had not been 
registered under the terms of the 
Missouri blue sky law. Securities 
Commissioner Fenton T. Stockard 
has admitted that he was “talked 
out” of issuing a cease and desist 
order against the firm last October, 


after threatening to do so because

of its illegal sales of unregistered 
stock. 

The*firm collapsed with the fil- 
ing of several receivership suits 
Receiver F. E. Williams. who took 
charge of the luxurious offices in 
the Central National Bank Build- 
ing, found 8 cents in the treasury. 
Since then Williams has estimated 
that about $35,000 will be salvaged.

Prince, in International Radio 
Broadcast, Speaks for 
Co-operation.

LONDON, Oct. 30.—The Prince 
of Wales, in a@ trans-oceanic broad- 
cast today, told deelgates to the 
Imperial Conference that, in the 
establishment of international hab- 
its of co-operation and mutual 
trust, lies the way to the aboli- 
tion of war. He spoke at a ban- 
quet to the delegates in the Guild- 
hall. 

“Britain and her dominions,”’ he 
said, “have solved the problem of 
disarmament among themselves 
and relegated war to the scrap 
heap. Is it too much to hope that 
the other three-quarters of the 
world( despite differences in lan- 
guage, ancient enmities and mis- 
trusts, may tread the same path? 

The approach of Armistice day, 
he said, “recalls that awful period 
when the British demonstrated to 
the world its own complete solid- 
arity as the greatest brotherhood 
the world has ever known, and its 
readiness to help in the creation 
of a similar brotherhood among 
all the nations. 

“There remain those who pro- 
fess a disbelief in the ability of 
the League of Nations to prevent 
war, but what have they to offer 
as an alternative for the establish- 
ment of peace and rebuilding of 
world prosperity?”

The Bar Association has issued 
the following statement, describing 
how to mark the blanket ballot 

order to vote for the candfiates 
t has indorsed for judicial and re- 
ited offices: 

Voters should exercise great 
‘are next Tuesday in order to 
make certain that their votes 
shall be actually cast for the 
candidates of their choice. To 
vote for the Bar Association 
ticket it is mot necessary to 
scratch the names of any candi- 
dates. Merely-place a cross (x) 
mark in the squares to the left 
of the names of the Bar Asso- 
clation’s candidates, as shown in 
the facsimile ballots printed 
herewith. : 

Marking the blanket ballot to 
follow the Bar Association slate 
will be comparatively simple. 

In the first place, the Repub- 
‘ican voter will mark an X in the 
circle at the top of the Republican 
column or the Democratic voter 
will mark an X in the circle at the 
top of the Democratic column, 
while the independent voter may 
choose to leave both circles un- 
marked.

PANGALOS’ ARREST ORDERED

ATHENS, Greece, Oct. 30.—Or- 


ders were issued today for the ar- 
rest of Gen. Theodorus Pangalos, 
who was dictator of Greece in 
January, 1926, Greek President 
several months later and a con- 
demned prisoner before the end of 
that year.

Economic Crises and the Machine. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N answer to C. R.’'s letter on “How 


to Combat the Machines,” I reply: 
The machine does not “add millions to 
the ranks of the unemployed.” Men have 
lacked work after every crisis of our 
history: 1819, 1827, 1857, 1878, 1893, 
1907, 1920 and 1929—noxc Decause goods 
have become too abundant, but because 
the relative or exchange values of goods 
and services have been disturbed by re- 
current influences which must be cor- 
rected by stress of some sort. 

For example: If many demand for 
their goods or services more than many 
others can afford to pay for them, busi- 
ness is arrested. Many want houses; 
the bricklayers demand $16 to lay 800 
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costing so much, and the bricklayers 
cannot find jobs. Many need shoes; the 
dealers demand too much for them; the 
many cannot pay the price demanded; 
the dealer discharges his clerks. 

The machines have nothing to do with 
crises. Overproduction is either pro- 
duction of goods which nobody needs or 
+4 of go@ds offered at a price for which 
a they cannot be sold. Every commodity 
f can be sold at a price. 
2 The evils C. R. complains of are the 

result of unfair dealing. A specialized 
industry compels the mutual dependence 
of various classes of the community. Its 
actuating principle should be mutual 
. service. As soon as it becomes preda- 
BE tory, its activity declines. a crisis forces 
down unfair prices and unfair wages. 

Today taxes are heavy; trade is re- 
strained by protective barriers which cut 
ah off foreign markets; laborers demand 
higher wages than another can afford 
ae. to pay.

Missouri would make a great mistake if it failed 


constitutional amendment providing for marginal 


ipalities, when making a public improvement, to 
condemn land which borders the improvement. Pos- 
session of such bordering land would serve several 
purposes. It would enable the county or city to 
protect the improvement from an undesirable en- 
vironment. In addition, it would permit the resale 
of odd pieces of property and the use of the pro 
ceeds as part payment for the improvement. 

Useful in all parts of the State, Proposition No. 6 
would be of peculiar value to St. Louis. It would 
be the greatest single step ever taken toward the 
double-decking and widening of Third street and 
toward the magnificent plans for the improvement 
of the central river front. This improvement will 
result in a series of land remnants along Third 
street. It is immensely important, to safeguard the 
public’s investment, that the city be put in control 
of these remnants to insure such use of them as 
will harmonize with the river front plans. More 
over, it is estimated that a considerable part of the 
cost of the improvement, possibly 20 per cent, can 
be defrayed through resale by the city of these odd 
pieces. 

At a time like this, when the Federa] Government, 
the states and all other governmental units are facing 
the unemployment problem, it is agreed that one 
of the best emergency measures is to push public 
works with all possible speed. Proposition No. 6 
would fit ideally into that program. There is hardly 
a community in the State that could not “use it to 
give employment to idle men and, at the same time, 
to bring to reality progressive plans which as yet ex- 
ist only on blueprints orin the minds of civic leaders. 

The question has been raised as te the constitu- 
tionality of the measure, as being violative of citi- 
zens’ rights under the fourteenth amendment. A 
group of Kansas City lawyers, acting at the behest 
of that city’s Chamber of Commerce, has given the 
opinion that “the proposed amendment is not of 
itself violative of the Constitution of the United 
States, but that it would not apply to or validate 
any compulsory acquisition of private property for 
any other than public use.” They also discussed the 
Cincinnati case, frequently cited by opponents of 
Proposition No. 6, and showed that the Supreme 
Court decided against Cincinnati, but on the ground 
that the condemnation ordinance was faultily drawn. 
No voter, therefore, need feel it necessary to vote 
‘against the amendment on the score of possible un- 
constitutionality. Any citizen who feels he has been 
injured by its operation may seek full redress in 
the courts. 

Missouri is far from being a ploneer in consider- 
ing this progressive way of protecting and financing 
public improvements. Marginal condemnation, in 
some form or other, is already fn force in New York, 
Massachusetts, California, Ohio, Michigan and Wis- 
consin. We do not think it bold to prophesy that 
it will some day be in the law of all the states. 
Missouri has the opportunity next Tuesday to be 
among the leaders, as well as to provide a means by 
which the unemployment crisis can be partly bridged. 

Passage of the amendment requires a three-fifths 
vote. It has the support of a long list of civic 
agencies and leading citizens and newspapers 
throughout the State. The principle was indorsed by 
the St. Louis Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
composed of Mayor Miller, Comptroller Nolte and 
President Neun of the Board of Aldermen. We know 
of no opposition to it except upon the part of real 
estate men and we believe that their view is short- 
sighted and that they will some day admit it to 
have been. 

We hope Missouri will take this forward step and 
that Proposition No. 6 will pass by a vote safely in 
excess of the necessary three-fifths.

A SELF-SUSTAINING PARK SYSTEM. 

The annual report of the Westchester County Park 
Commission, just issued, bears further account of 
what this outstanding project in providing an outer 
park system for a crowded metropolis has accom- 
plished. This great recreational outlet for the peo- 
ple of New York and suburbs now covers 17,152 
acres, devoted to parks, picnic grounds, beaches, ath- 
letic fields, golf courses and wooded reservations. 
There are also 160 miles of drives through country 
of great natural beauty. The work, beginning in 
1922, has been financed by $60,146,000 from county 
bond issues plus $7,415,000 from the State and ap- 
propriations by the city. This cost shrinks into in- 
significance in view of the fact that Westchester 
County property values have risen from $783,029,096 
im 1923 to $1,644,114,324 in 1929. 
In 1929, the report states, the various parks were 
visited by 7,261,000 persons, an increase of 75 per 
cent over 1928. Two-thirds of these patrons were at 
Playland, an extensive amusement park with beach, 
pienic grounds and swimming pool, the latter super- 
vised by Gertrude Ederle. It is amazing to learn 
that this elaborate park system was more than self- 
supporting, for ft returned a surplus of $38,423 from 
total receipts of $1,583,631, rentals and concessions 
Only interest and amortization charges were met by 
the taxpayers.

It was one of that impressive collection which 
appeared before Gov. Caulfield to urge him to sign 
a law which would have turned the streets of St. 
Louis over to J. K. Newman and associates in perpe- 
tuity, a violation of the City Charter limiting fran- 
chises to §0 years. The Governor refused to be bowled 
over by the ballyhoo. He stood by the Charter and 
vetoed the bill 
| After that humiliating experience, we thought the 
chamber had learned a valuable lesson; namely, that 
the interests of the whole city and the whole State 
are to be cherished as against the desires of any 
particular group. But once again it is in the position 
of beating the tambourine for a cause with which 
a high conception of its function would forbid any 
association. This is not the way to lead. It is not 
the way to win public confidence and esteem. The 
Chamber of Commerce should play a broader and 
better role in the community than that, and its fail- 
ure to do so disappoints many who had come to re- 
gard it of recent years as operating under a new 
dispensation. 


CRAMPING LEGISLATIVE STYLE. 
Notwithstanding the proposed constitutional 
amendment in which they are particularly interested 
would increase their pay from $5 to $10 a day, can- 
didates for Representative in Missouri are said to be 
pretty solidly against it.

EXTENT OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 
The number of persons out of work, able to work 
and looking for work is announced by the Census 
Bureau as 2,508,151, or 2.04 per cent of the popula- 
tion and 5.1 per cent of the nation’s workers. Some 
authorities object that this figure includes about 
1,000,000 “floaters,” those chronically unemployed 
even in norma! times. Others insist that the figure 
is incomplete in that it does not include persons 
having jobs but laid off, those unemployed because 
of illness, those out of a job and unable to work 
and the school graduates added to the labor surplus 
after April 1. These would make the total about 
4,800,000. The Cabinet Committee, applying the La 
bor Department index to the census figure, sets the 
present total at 3,500,000. 
However, figures do exist from which there can 
be no such dissent as from the census totals. These 
are the comparisons of employment, past and pres- 
ent, in key industries. Significant in this connec. 
tion is the American Federation of Labor’s report 
at its recent convention that 21 per cent of its 
members, ordinarily the most favored of all our work- 
ers, were unemployed. A year before, 10 per cent 
were unemployed. 
The October survey cf current business, issued by 
the Department of Commerce, gives index figures for 
persons employed in manufacturing in August, as 
compared with the records since Jan. 1, 1923. Of 
the 15 major industries, these are listed as operat- 
ing with the lowest number of employes in seven 
years: iron and steel, food products, lumber, trans- 
portation equipment, automobiles, non-ferrous metals, 
rubber products, tobacco products and cement, clay 
and glass. Taking the statistics for 1923-25, an aver- 
age period, as the basic figure of 100, the general 
rate of employment in manufacturing is 84, a de 
cline of 16 per cent. Railroads, non-manufacturing 
industries and agriculture show similar rates.

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Moderate j improvement in~ busi- 
ness conditions in the Eighth Fed- 
eral Reserve District during the 
last 30 days is noted in the month- 
ly review of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis, issued today. 

e improvement, it was said, was 
particularly in lines dealing in mer- 
chandise for common consumptior. 


The extent of improvement at- 
tribufable to seasonal influences 
was not as great as in recent years, 
said the review, and volume was 
substantially below both that of a 
year ago and the average for the 
last 10 years. 

Reports from ’ " manufacturing 
and industrial activities made a 
“less favorable exhibit’ than dis- 
tribution activities. New business 
placed with producers of iron and 
steel goods, building materials, 
textiles and other cormmoditiés 
were considerable below expecta- 
tions, Unfilled orders at the end 
of September, ih most instances, 
were smaller than a month earlier, 
and substantially below a year 
ago. 

Department Store Report. 

Reflecting improvement, sales 
of department stores were nearly 


August, but 98.8 per cent under, 
September, 1929. For the first 
nine months, department stores 
recorded a decrease of 8.9 per cent 
in sales as compared with the same 
period of 1929. Sales of wholesale 
and jobbing firms increased meas- 
urably in September as compared 
with August, but were 30 per ceft 
under September, 1929. 

Railroads reported a continued 
decline in the volume of freight 
traffic. The usual seasonable 


failed to appear. 
Commercial failures in the dis- 
trict during September nunibered 


593, against 112, with abilities of 
$1,909,148 in August; and 98 with 
HMabilities of $1,762,109 in Septem- 
ber, 1929. Collections continued 
“slow and backward.” 

“Generally manufacturers are 
holding down outputs to actual rée- 
quirements, and their purchases 
of raw rraterials are being shaped 
to conform with this policy,” the 
review said.

Dry Goods—Seasonal increase in 
sales, but smallest September vol- 
ume since 1921 and only a third 
as large as last year. 

Electrical Supplies—September 
sales 43 per cent under September, 
1929; 24 per cent under August. 

Flour—September production re- 
ported, 895,330 barrels, largest 
since March, compared with 351,- 
423 in August and 426,244 in Sep- 
tember, 1929. 

Furniture—September sales, 12 
per cent over August; less than 
half of September, 1929, and the 
smallest since 1921. 

Groceries—Sales 5 per cent ‘over 
August, with demand centered 
chiefly itn staples and a lower 
trend in prices. 

Hardware—September sales one- 
third under a year ago; 10 per 
cent over August.
